There is no one In the world that 
needs union labor organization 
more than the nurses in hospitals. 

I’m informed that in certain hos- 
pitals in Alameda county the 
nurses are paid as low as $70 a 
month, work long hours and are 
subject to call at any time. 

These same hospitals pay as 
much for dish washers as they do 
for nurses . . . and what a price 
they charge for food and rooms! 

It is a shame to take advantage 
of these nurses when you take into 
consideration the amount of time 
they spend, at about $5.00 a month, 
to learn the business. It takes over 
three years, and hard labor at that. 

They need organization and it 
will come sooner than expected.

Knocks Action of WPA— 


John Possehl, well known inter- 
national labor leader and head of 
the operating engineers’ union, 
smacked the WPA in the eye this 
week while addressing the con- 
tractors’ association in San Fran- 
cisco when he said: 

“Labor is not in favor of WPA. 
Men unqualified for jobs do skilled 
mechanics’ work. We don’t want 
that. Our men are complaining all 
over the country about unskilled 
workers doing skilled mechanics’ 
work.” 

Organized labor, especially those 
connected with the building trades 
industry, have protested the ac- 
tion of WPA for employing any- 


one and anybody, not mechan- 
ically inclined, to do mechanics’ 
work,

State Federation Sends 
Out Appeal for Lassen 
County AFL Workers 


An appeal for financial aid for 
the lumber workers of the A. F. of 
L. union at Westwood, Lassen 
county, now involved in a contro- 
versy with the C. I. O. and con- 
sequent strike, was issued today 
by the California State Federation 
of Labor to all affiliated councils 
and unions in the state. 


“The situation is really seri- 


ous, and is just another ex- 
ample of our workers being 
deprived of their rights be- 


cause of the failure, or in this 
case the refusal, of the 20th 
regional office of the national 
labor relations board to hold 
an election and give them the 
opportunity to prove which or- 
ganization they want to repre- 
sent them in_ collective bar- 
gaining,” said Edward D. Van- 
deleur, secretary of the feder- 
ation. 

“So long as they are being 
deprived of this right they are 
unable to bargain for restora- 
tion of a wage cut they suf- 
fered last year, and as the 
town is company owned and 
there is no other employment 
there the families of the work- 
ers must be fed. Lumber and 
Saw Mill Workers’ Union No. 
2836 has done everything pos- 
sible, and it now becomes nec- 
essary to appeal for aid. 

“It must be remembered that 
the Westwood situation may 
affect many thousands of 
other workers, and it is there- 
fore imperative that support 
be given these men who are 
fighting not only for their own 
rights, but for those of the 
legitimate organized labor 
movement of the entire state.” 


All contributions are to be sent 
to the California State Federation 
of Labor, room 402, Flood building, 
870 Market street, and will be ac- 
counted for as dispensed to the 
Westwood cause. The money can- 
not be used for any other purpose, 
Vandeleur pointed out. 


CCC MUST BE KEPT 
HERE IN ORDER TO

At the request of T. J. Roberts, 
secretary of the regional park 
board and business representative 
of Engineers’ Union, Local No. 507, 
the Building and Construction 
Trades Council of Alameda county 
adopted a resolution calling upon 
the CCC officials to retain the CCC 
boys at the regional park for the 
remainder of the year. 

A move was instigated recently, 
according to Roberts, to move the 
camp to Lake Tahoe. This would 
retard the activities of the park 
board and prohibit them from 
opening some 1700 acres of park 
property to the public. 

Several cities in Alameda county 
have made a request not to move 
the camp, Roberts said.

“Signed, Henry Austin.” 

Following is the reply from the 
association: 

“To journeymen tinners. 

“The journeymen tinners of San 
Francisco are requested to steer 
clear of the ratting establishment 
of Henry Austin. He can get 
plenty of good workmen by paying 
the prices. 

“By order of the association.” 

Take a look at the advertise- 
ments of yesteryear, not much dif- 
ference from some of today, is 
there? 

If the employe of today has dif- 
ficulty with his employer the news 
carries the same scare heads as in 
1858. Time rolls on but in some 
cases employers don’t change, 


Pensions for Houston

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‘Annulling A. F. L. Contracts by 
Board Violates Intent and Spirit 
Of the Labor Relations Act 


The manifest bias and prejudice toward the American Fed- 
eration of Labor which the national Jabor relations board has ex- 
hibited in its administration of the national labor relations act is 
indubitably shown by the board's well-defined policy to annul 
agreements which A. F. of L. affiliates have negotiated with 
employers. 

This arrogated power, not conferred by the act itself, has 
been definitely used by the labor board to forward its well- 
defined plan to build up unions affiliated with the committee for 
industrial organization, now called the congress of industrial 
organizations, and at the same time weaken American Feder- 
ation of Labor unions. 

One of the recent activities of the labor board in this field is 
the nullification of an agreement between the Brotherhood of 
Railway Carmen of America and the Mount Vernon Car Man- 
ufacturing company of Mount Vernon, Illinois, which had been 
in harmonious operation for a number of months. The board 
coupled its nullification with an order requiring the company 
to bargain collectively with the C. I. O. amalgamated associa- 
tion of iron, steel and tin workers, one of the unions whose 
dual C. I. O. organization. 

Following a careful study of this agreement nullification 
policy of the labor board, the executive council of the American 
Federation of Labor made the following general indictment of 
this particular form of maladministration in its report to the 
1938 A. FE. of L. convention: 

“The national labor relations board has in many cases 
built up a straw-man by the use of the word ‘favoritism’ 
by the employer, as a result of which, it has violated the 
sanctity of contractual obligations between employers and 
American Federation of Labor unions, has invalidated 
contracts and virtually disestablished existing American 
Federation of Labor unions.” 

In amplifying this charge, the executive council made this 
significant statement, which was adopted by the convention as 
its own declaration: 

“Precedent-making decisions have been handed down in 
which contracts between employers and American Feder- 
ation of Labor unions have been invalidated. This has been 
accomplished by the board by adopting a rule termed 
‘favoritism’ by the employer for the American Federation 
of Labor unions in the matter of organization. The board 
has accomplished this by rulings in which it ascribed to 
employers acts of ‘favoritism’ toward the American Fed- 
eration of Labor unions in the matter of organization. 

“The board has applied these rulings in such a way that 
if a foreman or a minor supervisory employe who has no 
right to hire or fire but who is eligible to membership in 
the C. I. O. and A. F. of L. unions, makes, without author- 
ization from any official of the employer, a statement 
favorable to the American Federation of Labor union of 
which the employe in question is a member, such statement 
is sufficient to invalidate contracts lawfully entered into 
between the employer and the A. F. of L. union. 

“The following cases, which do not include all the cases 
on the subject, are proof of the foregoing charge: 

“Consolidated Edison company; Serrick corporation; 
National Motor Bearing company; Zenite Metal corpora- 
tion; Carrollton Metal Products company; National Elec- 
tric Products corporation; Electric Vacuum Cleaner com- 
pany. 

“Tt is interesting to note that in several instances, the 
United States circuit courts of appeals have condemned 
this rule of the board and failed to approve of it. Two such 
cases recently decided are the Ballston-Stillwater Knitting 
Co., Inc., decided in the month of August, 1938, by the 
U. S. circuit court of appeals for the second district 
(N. Y.), and Peninsular and Occidental Steamship Co., 
decided in the month of August, 1938, by the U. S. circuit 
court of appeals for New Orleans.”

“CASUAL LABOR” UNDER THE SOCIAL SECURITY 


ACT EXPLAINED BY SOCIAL SECURITY BOARD 


What counts as “casual labor” 
under the old-age insurance provi- 
sions of the social security act? 
The answer to this question is con- 
tained in a statement issued today 
by the social securit y board 
through its labor information divi- 
sion. The board’s interpretation of 
the term is particularly important 
to workers in the building trades. 

The board says: 


“The social security act provides 
that ‘casual labor not in the course 
of the employer’s trade or busi- 
ness’ shall not count toward old- 
age insurance benefits. However, 
casual labor which advances or 
promotes the business of the em- 
ployer does count. This means, for 
example, that work for a corpora- 
tion is never ‘casual labor’ for old- 


age insurance purposes even

though it is occasional, incidental, 
or irregular, because a corporation 
has no authority to employ any- 
body for work which does not ad- 
vance or promote its business. In 
other words, casual labor for a 
corporation counts toward old-age 
insurance benefits. 


“Again, whenever the social se- 
curity board interprets the phrase 
‘casual labor,’ it takes into consid- 
eration the size of the job. For ex- 
ample, the board assumes that 
work on the building of a garage 
or an addition to a house is 
‘casual labor,’ if the person in ques- 
tion was employed for less than 10 
days in any 1 month or during 2 
consecutive months, and if the job 
required less than 200 hours of 
work by all persons engaged. Such 
jobs do not count toward old-age 
insurance benefits.”

Health Plan 


New York Solon Seeks 
Modest Start on President 
Roosevelt Program 


Legislation to “insure the work- 
ers of the country against illness” 
was offered in the senate this 
week by Senator “Bob” Wagner, 
New York progressive democrat. 

Saying he regarded the bill as 
the most important social measure 
he has yet sponsored—and he has 
“daddied” practically all social leg- 
islation on the law books—-Wagner 
appealed for labor backing. 

He said President William Green 
had already pledged the support of 
the American Federation of Labor. 

The Wagner legislation is a step 
in the direction of carrying out rec- 
ommendations of an _ interdepart- 


mental committee to co-ordinate 
health and welfare activities, of 
which Josephine Roche is chair- 
man. 


Asks Modest Start 

The committee’s complete pro- 
gram calls for an annual expendi- 
ture of $850,000,000 after 10 years. 
Wagner's bill carries an initial ap- 
propriation of $98,000,000, of which 
$35,000,000 would be distributed to 
the states which establish medical 
care programs. 

Strong support for the bill came 
this week from Dr. Henry E. 
Siegrist, professor of medical his- 
tory of Johns Hopkins university, 
3altimore, who is said to know 
more medical history than any 
other living man. 


UNION RADIO STATION 
SET UP IN AUSTRALIA 


The Australian Worker an- 
nounces that the Professional Ra- 
dio Employes’ Institute is to take 
over the license for a broadcasting 


station at Lithgow, New South 
Wales, known as 2LT and “will 
operate it as the first broadcast- 


ing station in Australia owned by 
a single trade union. The license is 
now held by the Lithgow Broad- 
casters’ Proprietary, Ltd., and will 
operate under the new manage- 
ment this month.

SUPREME COURT VOIDS LABOR BOARD'S 


PAGE THREE 


RULING IN COLUMBIAN ENAMELING CASE 


The decision of the United States 
supreme court rejecting a ruling 
of the national labor relations 
board that the Columbian Enamel- 
ing and Stamping company, Inc., 
of Terre Haute, Indiana, had de. 
clined to bargain collectively with 
a union, the striking members of 
which the board demanded should 
be reinstated because of this al- 
leged failure, challenged the basis 
presented by the board to support 
its case, 

After a careful analysis of the 
testimony, coupled with previous 
decisions of the supreme court in 


similar cases, Justice Stone, who 
wrote the three-to-five decision, 
said: 


“Judged by these tests or any 
of them we cannot say that there 
was substantial evidence that re- 
spondent at any time between July 
5, 1935, and September, 1935, was 
aware that the union desired or 
sought to bargain collectively with 
respondent, or that there is sup- 
port in the evidence for the board’s 
conclusion that on or about July 


23, 1935, respondent refused to 
bargain _ collectively with the 
union.” 


Chief Justice Hughes, and Jus- 
tices McReynolds, Butler and Rob- 
erts joined with Justice Stone in 
the majority opinion. Justices 
Black and Reed dissented.

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Minimum Wage Must Be Paid 


Enforcing the Fair Labor Standards Act 


Gradually employers throughout the United States are learn- 
ing that the fair labor standards act of 1938 means what it says 
when it stipulates that employers subject to the act shall pay their 
employes no less than 25 cents an hour and shall limit their em- 
ployment to 44 hours per week. 

Most employers obey the act without governmental pressure. 
Others, however, seem to be unduly intoxicated in their subver- 
sive belief that the policy of paying low wages is their private 
and personal right guaranteed by the constitution of the United 
States against which statute law must not prevail. 

The Powers Manufacturing company of Waterloo, Iowa, is 
evidently one of the concerns which require legal pressure to 
convince them of the error of their illegal low-wage policy and 
the advisability of obeying the very reasonable wage stipulations 
imposed upon employers by federal statute. 

Following adequate evidence that the Powers company was 
paying its employes less than the 25 cents an hour prescribed by 
the fair labor standards act, Elmer F. Andrews, administrator of 
the department of labor wage and hour division, informed Fed- 
eral District Judge George C. Scott of the delinquency of the 
Waterloo company. Judge Scott thereupon issued an injunction 
permanently restraining the company from paying employes less 
than 25 cents an hour and from shipping its products in interstate 
commerce until the legal minimum wage is paid. 

Announcing that this was the first permanent injunction re- 
straining an employer from alleged violation of the fair labor 
standards act which has been in effect since October 24, 1938, 
officials of the wage and hour division estimated that the com- 
pany, which has approximately 175 employes on its payroll, 
would be required to pay in the neighborhood of $2,200 in back 
wages, this amount representing the difference between what the 
workers get and what they would have gotten under the legal 
rate of pay under the act since it became effective. 


Democracy and the Unemployed Army 


Protecting and perpetuating the democratic institutions 
which characterize the United States is a motive dear to all 
patriotic citizens. But love for American institutions cannot be 
expected to find an enthusiastic reflection among the millions 
of jobless workers whose right to earn a living for themselves 
and their dependents by their labor has been denied for many 
years by those who own and control industry and commerce. 

This fear that democracy is seriously menaced by the per- 
sistent refusal of employers to provide jobs for millions of un- 
employed workers was well expressed by Secretary of Com- 
merce Harry L. Hopkins in his recent address before the Eco- 
nomic club of Des Moines, Iowa.

GREEN DENOUNCED SIT-DOWN 
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STRIKES IN MARCH, 1937 


Communist Scheme in the Automobile Industry 


Was Disavowed by A. F. 


of L. President as “An 


Illegal Seizure of Property” Two Years Before the 
Supreme Court Outlawed the Practice 


On February 27, 1939, the supreme court of the United States 
in its decision in the case of the National Labor Relations Board 


vs. Fansteel 


Metallurgical corporation outlawed sit-down 


strikes as the use of force and violence utterly void of legal 


sanction. 


In this connection it is instruc-® 


tive to note that in March, 1937, 
when the automobile manufactur. 
ing industry was disorganized by 
sit-down strikes inspired by com. 
munists, William Green, president 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor, issued a statement disavow- 
ing this practice as an “illegal 
seizure of property” and as a 
weapon which will array public 
opinion against the workers. 

In addition, Mr. Green said, it is 
an instrument of combat whose 
use will cause legislation of the 
compulsory arbitration type to de- 
prive working men and women of 
the right to organize and carry on 
those trade union activities under 
which the workers have made 
great progress in improving their 
economic conditions. 

“Both personally and officially,” 
he declared, “I disavow the sit-| 
down strike as a part of the eco- 
nomic and organization policy of 
the American Federation of La- 
bor.” 

Green’s Statement 

The full text of Mr. Green’s 1937 
statement follows: 

“The sit-down strike has never 
been approved or supported by the 
American Federation of Labor. 


Because there is involved in its 
application grave implications det- 
rimental to labor’s interests, it 
must be disavowed by the think- 


ing men and women of labor. 


“First, public opinion will not 
{support sit-down strikes. That 
means labor loses public support 


when any part of it engages in sit- 
down strikes, 


“Without such support organ- 
ized labor cannot win strikes or 
establish and maintain itself as a 


vital force in the economic and in- 
dustrial life of the nation. Labor 


NLRB RULED CONTRARY 


Outlawing Board’s Order 


The of the United 


States supreme court overruling 
the action of the national labor re- 
lations board charging the Sands 
Manufacturing company of Cleve- 
land with violation of the national 
labor relations act in refusing to 
bargain collectively with the Me- 
chanics’ Educational Society of 
America declared that the board 
acted contrary to the evidence. 


On the various points at issue in 


decision 


the case Justice Roberts, who 
wrote the _ three-to-five decision 
said: 


“The board held that the com- 
pany had refused to bargain col- 
lectively with the representatives 
of its employes as required by Sec- 
tion 8 (5) of the act; had discrim- 
inated in regard to hire or tenure 
of employment and discouraged 
membership in a labor organiza- 
tion contrary to the provisions of

cannot afford to lose the support 
of public opinion. 

“Second, temporary advantages 
gained through sit-down strikes 
will inevitably lead to permanent 
injury. 

“The public generally will not 
long tolerate the illegal seizure of 
property. If persisted in it will 
through state and federal law- 
making bodies force the enact- 
ment of legislation providing for 
compulsory arbibtration, the in- 
corporation of unions and other 
repressive forms. of legislation 
which will deprive organized labor 
of freedom of association and lib- 
erty of action within the limita- 
tions of both moral and statutory 
law. 

“Such action would be a severe 
blow to labor. 

“Labor should refrain from en- 
gaging in sit-down strikes and 
maintain its freedom of action and 
association rather than experiment 
with it and as a result be sub- 
jected to oppressive legal regula- 
tion and compulsory arbitration. 

“Labor theretor runs the risk of 
losing more than can be gained by 
engaging in sit-down strikes. 

“It must be free to strike against 
injustice and oppression and for 
higher wages and _ better living 
standards. 

“Tt must be permitted to picket 
when strikes occur. It may be 
greatly restricted and perhaps de- 
nied the exercise of these elemen- 
tal rights if it persists in engag- 
ing in sit-down strikes. 

“I therefore publicly warn labor 
against this illegal procedure. Both 
personally and officially I disavow 
the sit-down strike as a part of the 
economic and organization policy 
of the American Federation of 
Labor.” 


TO EVIDENCE 


IN SANDS CASE, SUPREME COURT SAYS

of self-organization, affiliation with 
labor organizations and collective 
bargaining as guaranteed by sec- 
tion 7. The circuit court of ap- 


peals disagreed with these conclu- 
sions. We hold that its decision 
was right. 


“The petitioner (national labor 
relations board) urges the correct- 
ness of the ultimate conclusion 
that the respondent’s conduct per- 
mits no reasonable inference save 
that the employes were locked out, 
discharged, and refused employ- 
ment because they were members 
of the MESA and had engaged in 
concerted activities for the pur- 
pose of collective bargaining. We 
think the conclusion has no sup- 
port in the evidence and is con- 
trary to the entire and uncontra- 
dicted evidence of record.” 

Chief Justice Hughes and Jus- 
tices McReynolds, Butler and Stone 
joined with Justice Roberts in the 
majority opinion. Justices Reed 
and Black dissented.

Paper Firm Gets Order 
To Recognize A. F. of L. 


Nekoosa-Edwards Company 
Must Also Disband Company 
Union Which they Promoted 


The national labor relations 
board announced that it had found 
the Nekoosa-Edwards Paper com- 
pany, with plants at Nekoosa and 
Port Edwards, Wisconsin, guilty 
of unfair labor practices prohib- 
ited by the national labor relations 
act. 

Charges against the company 
were filed by the three following 
unions affiliated with the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor; Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Paper Mak- 
ers, Local No, 59; International 
Association of Machinists, Local 
No. 1543, and International Broth- 
erhood of Pulp, Sulphite and Paper 
Mill Workers, Local No. 52. 

In order to bring the unfair 
labor practices to an end the labor 
board ordered the company to 
cease dominating and to withdraw 
support and recognition from Ne- 
koosa-Port Edwards labor union, 
successor to the company-inspired 
mill plan which formerly existed 
at both plants. Evidence showed 
pronounced company favor toward 
this organization at Nekoosa, 

“Romeo Plenge,” the board said, 
“was ordered reinstated with full 
restoration of seniority and other 
rights at the Nekoosa plant, to his 
former position with back pay 
from September 10, 1937. The evi- 
dence showed that refusal to rein- 
state him after an illness was mo- 
tivated by desire to remove his in- 
fluence from the Nekoosa plant, 
where his leadership in the AFL 
was effective in combatting the in- 


dependent. The contention that 
such reinstatement would cause 
many independent members’ to 


quit their employment was found 
incredible in view of the fact he 
had represented his department 
under the former mill plan. 

“The order requires the company 
to recognize, and upon request to 
bargain with the AFL as exclu- 
sive representative of all produc- 
tion and maintenance employes, 
excluding clerical and supervisory 
employes but including power and 
laboratory employes, in one unit 
embracing both plants. Evidence 
showed such a unit existed under 
the former mill plan, which had 
been used successfully to stifle 
AFL efforts to organize twice be- 
tween 1933 and 1937, The AFL de- 
sired and sought to bargain for all 
employes of both plants in one unit 
although they were organized un- 
der three of its affiliates. 

“Evidence further showed the 
company had refused to bargain 
with the AFL on and since August 
18, 1187, when the board’s regional 
director for the twelfth region had 
advised the company that the AFL 
represented 669 among 1,012 em- 
ployes in the above unit. 

“Claims of the independent con- 
stituted no justification for re- 
|peated refusals to recognize the 
AFL, since it was incapable of 
functioning as a bona fide labor 
organization because of company 
domination.” 


Electricians at

Over 8,000 members of the inter- 
national brotherhood of electrical 
workers packed Royal Windsor 
hall, New York, Friday night to 
honor 320 veteran New York city 
members of the unton. 

The gathering was the biggest in 
the history of the electrical work- 
ers and one of the most impressive 
the trade union movement has ever 
witnessed. It was sponsored by the 
I. B. E. W.’s powerful Local No. 3, 
which alone has over 16,500 mem- 
bers. 

Those honored ranged in age 
from 60 to 88 years. They were 
presented with scrolls lauding their 
loyalty to labor and were exempted 
from payment of dues to the local 
for the rest of their lives.
